RE: Conversation with Clark County Judge Drew Graham

Clark County Judge Drew Graham called August 27, 2003 to advise that
Pioneer is no longer on the agenda for the Clark County Fiscal Court meeting to be held
on September 26.  Judge Graham indicated that representatives from Pioneer first
asked for a meeting with him to listen to his concerns about the Pioneer project.  He
advised them that he did not think it was appropriate to meet with just him and
suggested they meet with the Fiscal Court.  Based upon what he heard about Pioneer’s
testimony at the siting board hearing, he no longer feels that it is appropriate for Pioneer
to meet with Fiscal Court particularly if the intent is to circumvent the local planning and
zoning process, which provides first for review of the project by the Planning and Zoning
Commission and their report and recommendation to the Fiscal Court.
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
